and Striking in Appearance 


Glasgow, Feb. 18—The protest of 


George L. Watson against the slow 
progress of work on Shamrock 2, has 
had good effects, and during the past 
week the yacht has grown at a re- 
markable rate. 


Quite two-thirds of her outer plating 


is now in place, rivetted up and smooth 
ed oft*. 
The plates are manenese bronze three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness varying 
from two feet t,o three and a half feet 
in width. In the top sides and ofcver- 
hangs the plates are overlapped and 
are rivitted by a double row of rivets to 
give extra strength to the seams. 


Below the water line, however, the 


buts of the plates are brought edge to 
edge and fitted with such accuracy that 
the joint is scarcely discernable. 


The rivets are specially made of 


yellow gun metal. 


They are counter sunk into the plates 


and dressed with great accuracy, a 
burnishing machine being used to make 
the joints dead smooth and giving the 
burnished side of the yacht a striking 
appearance.

Jury Declares That Knight 


Was Not the Perpetrator 


VEBDICT WELL RECEIVED 


Jury 8»ld to Have Been Unnnimous iTor 
, Acquittal on tb» First Ballot—Crime 
"So Carefully Committed That Mute 


derer May Never Be Known 


Saco, Me., Feb. 18.—The famous Bfl- 


»riii H. Knight murder trial, which has 
been io progress in the supreme court 
in thio city for 11 days, ended at 3:40 
p. in. Saturday, when the jury rendered 
• verdict of noi guilty 


It took the jury less than three hours 


to return its finding. The moment the 
verdict was given there began a demon- 
stration seldom equalled in a court 
room, and almost before Mr. Knight had 
time to leave his place he was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of friends auiious 
to extend their congratulations. 


He was so overcome as to be unable to 


make scarcely an audibly reply, but 
bis expression told more than words 
could of tht- relief that had come after 
months of suspense. 
The jurors wore 


unwillih? to give any information as 
to the result of the first ballot, although 
one admitted that there was no change 
from the fiist expressed opinion of in- 
nocence. 


The trial has been the most notable 


to come before a supreme court in this 
•tale in recent years, because of the 
fiendish character of the murder and 
the absolute mystery which for months 
hung about the guilty one. 


After several suspected ones had 


proved tiieir innocence of any connec- 
tion with the murder, and after the 
coroner's jury had found that the wom- 
an came to her death at the hands of 
gome person or persons unknown to 
them, Edwin H. Knight was indicted 
on Dec. 24,1900, nearly a year after the 
murder. 


So cleverly had the crime been 


planned and carried out, and so tac-t- 
fully did the perpetrator cover up bis 
retreat that there was scarcely a clu« 
upon which to build a case. 


Near the body, which was set aflre 


after fatal wounds had baen inflicted, 
Tras a bloodstained oak crossbar, which 
tad been used to fell the woman. The 
bar was found to fit an old curt used by 
Edwin H. Knight, and little by little 
the evidence was gathered until the ar- 
rest followed. 
Knight accounted for 


his time on tb« morning of May 1 at 
a number of sessions of the coroner's 
Jury, and testified aga in during the trial 
to practically the same effect. 
It waa 


the contention of the state that the mo- 
tive for the murder was to cover up th* 
criminal relations which were said to 
have existed between Knight and the 
murdered woman. 


The most pathetic feature of the trial 


was the evidence given by the little son 
of the Sprague woman, that he saw 
'Knight enter the barn with his mother 


en the meruiiig of the murder. 
The 


boy was only 3*,fc years old at the time, 
but his remembrance of the past year, 
although probably somewhat confused. 
was remarkable.

tor of the First Methodist church, Is 
the minister of progressive ideas, says 
a correspondent of the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. He argued that if a certain 
amount of black faced type wuulu In- 
crease the number of purchasers at & 
bargain counter of a dry goods shop 
the same cause ought to multiply the 
number of converts on the anxious 
bench of a prayer meeting. 


Dr. Whittaker put a ten Inch space, 


"top of column, next to reading mat- 
ter," In one of the local daily papers. 
On Sunday evening the attendance in- 
creased from an average evening au- 
dience of 150 to an audience of 330. On 
the following Saturday Dr. Whittaker 
purchased ten inches more display ad- 
vertising and on the following Sabbath 
evening had an audience of 400, which 
is about the capacity of the chunch. 
Display advertising for week day even- 
ings also had the desired effect This 
was made to appeal particularly to 
lodges and business men. 
The re- 


sponse was most encouraging. Instead 
of women and children being In the 
majority, as is the case in nearly all 
churches, there was a large number of 
business and lodge men present at 
prayer meeting. 


Dr. Whittaker argues that If a pastor 


wants to reach the business men he 
must place the announcements con- 
cerning his stock of goods before them 
In places where they are accustomed to 
look.

1 do not ask of tho 
newspapers that they run my display 
ads. for nothing or for reduced rates. 1 
prefer to pay for the good it does. The 
newspaper does the work, and the la- 
borer is worthy of his hire."

ad. as it is to compose a sermon. His 
efforts to make the most of his space 
have been quite successful, however.

Malietoa had 


beard of the great games playod by Kal- 
fikaua, kias of Hawaii, and the Samonn 
thought he'J like to take a little brush on 
this line. Woll, Mnlietoa's opportunity, 
to test his belief e.inis one day when nil 
American man-of-war—never ipind which 
•lie—sailed into the harbor at Apia. His 
4*t-rminstion to take the thirty-si-coiid 
degree in the mysteries of the great 
American garna was satisfied to the full- 
est extent. 
Among the officers aboard 


the man-of-war were a paymaster, a 
lieutenant and an asistant 
engineer, 


who had burned the 
oiidniffht 
lamp 


studying poker at Annapolis and bad 
prosecuted the study in season and out 
or season ever since they left that place. 
In a word, they were all three just about 
da smooth poker players as you could fiud 
ia a month's trawl. 


"There was a trader among the white 


residents of Apia who was known to 
tome to the front with a pretty stiff 
game, 
and 
Malietoa 
soou 
arranged 


through him ft game with the officers. 
By invitation aud appointment the king 
and his friends met the otficerw in the 
private parlor* of n European, and before 
tltfe evening was half gone Malietoa re- 
quested that the limit, a small one, b« 
takpii off. The old codger had won sev- 
eral pretty fair jack pots and felt his im- 
portance and ability to clean np the 
whole crowd. 
Off the limit came, and 


for several hours Malietoa had almost 
phenomenal luck, winning jack pot after 
jack pot. The more he won the more 
reckless h« became, and when something 
was said about closing down he entered 
a large and emphatic protest. The game 
proceeded, and the healthiest jack,pot of 
tue night was on the table. 


"Several bands had been dealt around 


without any one having expressed nig 
ability to open the pot, when the king, 
with a look of surprise and a smilo 
of pleasure and triumph combined, an- 
nounced that he would open it $20 worA. 
Every player staid. The paymaster drew 
three cards, the lieutenant the same num- 
ber, the assistant engineer took two and 
the trader one. 
Malietoa showed his 


blood by standing out and putting $10 
more into the pot. The paymaster saw 
this and raised him $23, -while the others 
staid. Then the king raised again, and 
the paymaster threw in $25 more. It was 
becoming too interesting for the other 
players, and they dropped out. After the 
king's last raise the paymaster hesitated 
• moment, put his cigar to one side and 
shoved $50 to the middle of the mahog- 
any. 
"The king put cp the equivalent in 


Chilean silver dollars, the currency of 
the islands, and, drawing a small sack 
from his pocket, emptied its contents be- 
fore him and excitedly placed in the pot 
the funds of the royal treasury of Sa- 
moa, 
amounting to $79 in silver. The 


paymaster's face grew serious, and he 
•looked at hi* royal opponent in a hesitat- 
ing, puzzled sort of way. Could this ba 
a Samoan Ah Sin he had run against? 
'Had this kingly copper colored son of a 
gun learned the art of poker playing 
trora visiting traders years before and 
tad he been playing possum all the even- 
ing? Having sii or seven months' pay 
•in his inaid* pock«t, the-paymaster de- 
cided to chance some of it in finding out. 


"After a few moments of undecision he 


drew $579 ia gold and silver from his 
pocket and added it to the pot, -which 
now covered the table. Malietoa gave a 
^asp and called for a glass of kava to 
•teady his nerves. This he gulped down 
-and announced that he was out of funds, 
requesting at the same time that the pay- 
master take his word for $500, but there 
was nary a take, the paymaster only 
emiling and looking fixedly at the pot. 
Then the excited monarch offered to put 
up the island of Manono, one of the fin- 
est in the Samoan group, against the 
f500. To this the paymaster consented, 
«nd a transfer deed of the property, duly 
eigned, attested by the trader, who was 
* notary public, and witnessed by the 
other two officers, was put in the pot. 
Then the king called the paymaster, who 
slowly laid down four aces and a five 
spot 


"With a look of horror and a Samoan 


wail of despair, his majesty exposed to 
view three kings, an eight spot and a 
deuce. Then he fell oE his chair in a 
faint, the excitement having been too 
much for his nerves. Kava in copious 
quantities brousht him around sufficient- 
ly to euable his* removal to his own cas- 
tle. The paymaster shoveled his money 
into a sack acd placed it in the trader's 
Iron safe, but the- deed for the ^land he 
carefully placed in his pocket. 


"Next morning the details of the big 


poker game were known to nearly every 
inhabitant of the place, and the German 
and English consuls seat official commu- 
nications to the American consul pro- 
testing in most emphatic terms against 
the action of the king iu disposing of the 
island of Manono to an American or to 
any one else, and warning the consul 
that unless the paymaster returned the 
deed for the island to the king at once 
. they would direct the attention of their 
respective governments to the case. 


"Here was a pretty state of affairs. 


The officer bad, no doubt, won the is- 
land fairly, and the king's action was 
binding, but in th« tension in which Sa- 
moan affairs were at that time the Ger- 
tnan and English governments would on- 
ly too willingly have taken advantage of 
the circumstances as an excuse for in- 
ternational complications, ending ulti- 
mately in a disastrous way to American 
interests. 


"Th* facts were fully explained to th» 


(paymaster, and on the promise of Malie- 
toa that he would give the office!- a uunv 
<ber of fine mats and other Samoan arti- 
cles of value the deed wa» returned to 
the k;ag auJ deiU-oj ed. By uiaual cu«i- 
•ent of the consuls and others interested 
the affair was hushed up in every way 
»nd was thus allowed to die out. Malie- 
toa took an oath that he would never 
pgain play poker."—Chicago Inter Ocean.

ANTIQUITY OF GUNPOWDER. 


It Wsa Known In Europe mm 


•• the Year 23O. 


We have evidence necessary to cojwiet 


our judgment that gunpowder must have 
l>een known to .European adventures 
long before we had any authentic record 
of it having been put to use in Europe. 
As early as the year 230 it is sa: 1 that 
tue Emiioror Caligula had war machines 
which inritated thunder and lightning 
nnd threw s-tones from their mouths. It 
is probable that gunpowder was original- 
ly used by the Chinese, not for hurling 
projectiles, tot to produce a great nobe 
aud sputtering and smoke for the pur- 
pose of frightening rather than of in- 
juring tin enemy, the same as they are 
DOW known to employ masks and drag- 
ons. 


The original gunpowder mixtures were 


very crude iadeed, being saltpeter, char- 
coal and sulphur, or bitumen, mixed in 
varying proportions. 


The idea of employing gunpowder as a 


propelling agent for projectiles probably 
originated from the use of the material 
in rockets for the purpose of projecting 
the substance itself, coupled with the ex- 
pedient of placing the rockets in a stone 
mortar or btonze pipe to give them direc- 
tion. 


The first projectiles other than rockets 


were of stone, cast iron projectiles not 
having been Invented until about the be- 
ginning of the fifteenth century. Mo- 


j hummed II, in the siege of Constantino- 


ple, 
employ-ed large bronre cannon for 


throwing balls of stone to breach the 
walls of that city. There is at Woolwich 
arsenal, in England, - a bronze cannon 
which was used by Mohammed II at 
that siege. The gun is made in two parts, 
screwed together. The powder .chamber 
is much smaller than the bore of the gun 
proper, carrying the projectile, in order 
to provide sufficient thickness of wall to 
withstand the high initial pressure of an 
explosive probably used in the form of 
fine powder. 


Roger Bacon, who died in the year 


1284, has often been considered as the 
original inventor of gunpowder. While 
he may have been an independent invent- 
or of that material, he certainly was n&t 
the first to produce it. 


j 
Gunpowder, as originally made, con- 


' sisted of a fine powder, being a simple 


mechanical mixture of its separate ingre- 
dients, probably saltpeter, charcoal and 
sulphur. The idea of making powder in 
cakes and then breaking the cakes into 


] grains probably originated from the mix- 
j ture of bitumen with gunpowder or from 


moistening and ramming hard to slow its 
combustion and better adapt the Material 
for use in rockets. We have, however, no 
| account of methodical granulation of 
1 gunpowder until 1525 in France.—Hiram

The hol- 
low is bis enough to permit » dining ta- 
ble to be spread ia its bound*, and there 
is room enough to spare for chair*, about 
the table.

A man of average size oust take 24 
paces to complete the circuit of the big 
trunk. 


A competent authority on forestry has' 


estimated that the tree, which, by the 
way, is of the cottonwood family, is no 
leas than 600 years old. In the days 01 
King John and Magna Charta this tret 
was flourishing. When Columbus dis 
covered America, it was as large as its 
companions in the forest. 
It is known 


that even half a century ago it was aa 
big and majestic as it i* today.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

COMMERCIAL, WAR WITH HCSS1A 


We are actually engaged in a c'om- 


xnercial war with Russia. Russia im- 
poses a home tax on sugar and permits 
her sugar exports to escape this tax. 
The Dihgley tariff bill establishes a 


- compensating duty for such cases so 
that no manufacturer 
may enter 


United States markets under unusually 
favorable conditions of competition. 
' Secretary Gage has ruled that Russian 
sugar imported into the United States 
must pay a tax increased to meet the 
favorable circumstances under which 
it is exported. The Russian minister, 
M. De Witte retaliates with a ven- 
geance by imposing the highest duty 
on American steel and iron products 
and manufacturers, 'of which Russia 
has been using so much in her rail- 
road construction and other develop- 
ments. Thus the war is on, and it is 
already proposed to pass a law giving 
the president power to effectually re- 
taliate and rebuke Russia. 


The Russian diplomats, in the mean- 


time, are professing the sincerest friend 
«hip for the United States. 


A SIGNIFICANT MOVB 


The news from China grows in its 


power to alarm. Today the western 
World is informed that Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee is preparing an 
expedition for a. work requiring 80 
days absence from Pekln to the west. 
It is difficult to reject the conclusion 
that the objective point of the expedi- 
tion is Siam Fu or Si Ngan Fu, the 
location of the court. We have already 
pointed out that the ob?tinacy of the 
court in refusrng the demands of the 
powers for the execution of the high 
leaders of the revolt against the for- 
eigners was threatening serious conse- 
quences. The representatives of the 
powers believo the court will never co- 
. operate with the powers until it is free 
from the power and influence of the 
revolutionary 
military forces. 
At 


present it is completely at the mercy 
of these military forces, and it would 
appear that the intention 
of Count 


Waldersee is to rescue the count from 
these forces or make a demonstration 
against them that will bring the court 
to terms. 


Serious warfare is among the prob- 


abilities. 


HABK TWAIN'S BLUNDER 


The people of more than 'one contin- 
nt have been so good to Mark Twain 
that the humorous old gentleman's 
head is turning. They have spoiled 
fcim. He has been made so welcome a 
,Buest that he goes about whittling the 
furniture, poking holes in the pictures, 
•mashing the table ware, expectorating 
on the carpets, probably intending that 
It should all be looked upon as very 
funny. 
Perhaps his intentions are a 


little broader. Perhaps he aims to in- 
struct as well as amus-e by his per- 
formances. He may have come to the 
Conclusion that house comforts should 
t>e dispensed with and that the way to 
inaugurate the retorm is to adopt the 
Carrie Nation method and keep us in 
pleasant mood by strained jokes while 
the smashing is going on. We doubt 
bis success. 


Mark has been writing an article to 


the North American Review under the 
title "To the Person Sitting in Dark- 
ness." Of course the person sitting in 
darkness is the uncivilized, semi-civilized 
or weak person. And Mark pretends to 
take his side. In this pretending the 
fun-maker 
attacks 
everything 
in 


*i(ht. H« satirizes America, England 
and Germany and does not hesitate to 
lay forcible hands on Christianity a. 
a.ppli«d by the Christian nations to the 
weaker people and to the nations that 
are not Christian. He makes out the 
whole fabrts to be one of collossal hy- 
pocrisy, and he makes out the Chris- 


i nation! to be nothing but gigantic 


bands of cut-throat, robbing pharlsees. 
According to his Ideas the missionaries 
and the civilized peoples- are doing 
nothing but playing "the game," the 
game of hoodwinking the otner folk by 
gospel-spreading cant while they take 
their money out of their pockets and 
their land out from under their feet. 
His satire is accomplished in showing 
us that the rules of "the game" have 
not been properly observed, that we 
have proceeded too openly and without 
proper caution, that actually we have 
let the person setting in darkness on 
to "the game" much to our disadvan- 
tage in the playing of it. He suggests 
amendments whereby we may better 
exchange gospel phrases for heathen 
riches. He wants "the game" played 
with all the possibilities for devilishness 
there are in it as he professes to see it. 
To take the purport of Mark's article, 
the world ib a huge sinner and Mark 
would be its evangelist. 


But few appear to be ready to fol- 


low Mark. The only applause he gets 
is the applause 
of his forerunners, 


those who were traducing America and 
all the rest of the Christian world be- 
fore Mark had finished half the dinners 
that were lately given him as an ex- 
pression of the esteem of the Ameri- 
can people, these bandits that he now 
proceeds to scourge since his stomach 
is full of their fare and his debts all 
paid from the cash they gave him for 
making them laugh. However, Mark 
appears to have blundered. He bases 
his attack on the missionaries on re- 
ports from China concerning the con- 
duct of Dr. Araent, responsible to the 
American board. Dr. Ament was ac- 
cused of going into Chinese villages 
and extorting enormous- sums of money 
from the villagers under the preteiise 
of making reparation for the damage 
done to native Christians 
by 
the 


boxers. He was said to have extorted 
thirteen times what would have been 
fair recompense and was to devote the 
surplus to spreading the gospel. Dr, 
Ament was arrested by French soldiers 
and was almost immediately liberated 
by order of Field Marshal Count von 
Wald«rsee. It was discovered he had 
been operating to the full knowledge 
of Minister Conger and General Chaffee 
The dishonesty charged to Dr. Ament 
is declared by the American board to 
be absolutely unfounded. No notice 
was taken of the reports until Mark 
Twain's article 
appeared, 
the 
un- 


truthfulness of them being allowed to 
go with the many other untruthful re- 
ports cabled from China. But now that 
Mark has seized upon Dr. Ament, Dr. 
Judson Smith, secretary of the Ameri- 
can board, writes to the Congrega- 
tionalist in defense of the missionary. 
The Outlook and many other journals 
defend Dr. Ament, but we take the fol- 
lowing words of Dr. Smith as most 
adequate: 


"Had 'Mark Twain' taken thought to 


inquire after the truthfulness of the 
dispatch at the rooms of the American 
board, where Dr. Ament has 
been 


known and honored for more than 
twenty years, and where his own writ- 
ten narrative of the very events re- 
ferred to in the Sun's dispatch was on 
file, he would, have learned the facts 
at once and would not have injured the 
name of an innocent and true man. 


"Dr. Ament has helped the hundreds 


of homeless and helpless Chinese who 
escaped the fury of the Boxers and en- 
dured the seige of Pekin. and who are 
dependent on him for everything in se- 
curing indemnity for their losses and 
reinstatement in their own homes. In 
doing this he has acted in accordance 
with a well-recognized custom in 
China, which holds- a village, and es- 
pecially the head men in a village, re- 
sponsible for wrongs committeed there 
And ,as his letters plainly show, he 
has not used force to gain the result, 
but has appealed to the sense of 
justice among the people. He has se- 
cured fair indemnity, not thirteen times- 
the losses; he has not used one cent 'of 
what has been paid to recompense 
himself 'or his fellow-missionaries for 
their losses, or for the propagation of 
the gospel. In taking this course Dr. 
Ament has shown great wisdom and 
courage, and deserves not rebuke, but 
hearty praise. He has placed the bur- 
den of supporting these refugees upon 
the very people who robbed and drove 
them out; he has relieved the Christian 
public in America from the call for 
charity funds which Would certainly 
have come; and he has set right a 
glaring wrong in the very place and 
among the very people where the wrong 
was done. 


"The board 
places 
unquestioning 


confidence in the narratives of Dr. 
Ament and the reports of his associates 
and has no information from any au- 
thoritative source that they arenot true. 
It has seemed necessary, in simple 
justive to Dr. Ament and for the de- 
fense of the truth, to send to Mr. Clem- 
ens (Mark Twain), the facts as they 
are known to the board, and to give the 
letter conveying this explanation to 
the same public to which the arraign- 
ment 
has 
already 
gone. There is 


abundant reason to think that the 
judgment of all fair-fnincled men will 
commend this vindication of an hon- 
ored missionary; we can scarcely doubt 
that Mr. Clemens himself, upon second 
thought, will join in this vindication."

of the old Fitchburg railroad which are 
being recalled from the agents of the 
line and from the general ticket offices 
throughout this country. 


Already two carloads have been re- 


ceived, checked off, canceled and for- 
warded to the paper mills, where they 
will be ground into pulp and the stock 
thus created made over into new tic- 
kets for the Fitchburs; division of the 
Boston and Maine.

been received before this month is out. 


The system of gathering: up the old 


.tickets, excursion coupons, mileage 
books, pamphlets, advertising sheets, 
time tables and maps of the Fitchburg 
was simple enough. 


Circular letters were sent out all 


over the line of the railroad and con- 
necting lines to agents handling Fitch- 
burg "business" notifying them of the 
consolidation of the Fitchburg with 
the Boston and Maine and requesting 
that all tickets be sent in to the mai-i 
orf'ce in Boston at once. 


V .thin a few days the first of th-.- 


bij: scuare bundles arrived, and thev 
have been coming in at a lively rat«> 
ever since, until there are huge stacks 
of the canceled "pasteboards" in tha 
ticket vaults. 


As fast as these "recalls" -were re- 


ceived by the ticket auditor, clerk-, 
eaiKel them, after each was carefully 
registered and credited to the proper 
agtnl and they were then repacked in 
ij£i)dy bundles and stored in the vaults 
urtij a sufficient amount had been ob- 
tined to justify a shipment, when the^

*Up to middle age the late Senator Ta- 


bor's life w»s one of great hardship," 
laid a former resident of the Silver 
State, "nud whcu he suddenly became 
fabulously rich hn plunged into luxuries 
like n starving miin wading into a ban- 
quet. One of bin early freaks was tho 
purchase of several magnificent laws 
BJKhtrobes which cost $10i) apiece and 
which he kept locked up In a safe dur- 
ing the day. Eugene Field was editor 
of the Denver Tribune at the time, tud 
Ihose lace nishtrobes made him simply 
hysterical. He wrote column upon col- 
ninn ubout them, describing the gar- 
ments la detail, with numerous diagram* 
depicting sections fore and aft. 
Tho 


diagrams were hideous affairs, which 
Field carved out himself with a penknife 
on the back of old wood type. He used 
to describe how Tabor would forget the 
combination of the safe and sit up, shiv- 
ering and naked, half the night trying to 
remember the right figures. 


"Altogether he kept Denver lu a roar 


for weeks ami luado Tabor so wild that 
one Jay he rushed into his office, snatch- 
ed the unfortunate uightrobes out of 
their compartment and toie them to 
threads. 
'There, now!' he exclaimed, 


wiping his forehead and kicking the tat- 
tered fragments into a corner, 'I hope 
t'jat fool will be satisfied. I'll be hanged 
if I ain't going to get a guniiy sack,' he 
continued, 'cut some holes in the end for 
my head and arms, and then sleep in it 
lor the rest of my life!' 


"When Tabor was appointed to th« 


senate to fill an imexpired term of ex- 
actly 29 days. Field broke loose again 
anil hud a11 kinds of fun with the old 
man. He declared that Tabor opposed 
the tariff bill en the ground that it .en- 
couraged lawlessness in the west. 'I 
don't know this tariff bill,' he reported 
the senator as saying in a speech, 'but 
we have entirely too tnanv of 'em out 
where I live. There's Wild Bill and Pe- 
cos Bill and Billy the Kid—all no good. 
If you let Tariff Bill have everything to 
do with the custom house ne is liable to 
steal the Atlantic ocean.' Many of the 
honest frontier folk took these flights of 
fancy seriously, and drove Tabor nearly 
distracted by long letters of remon- 
strance, urging hini to read up and get 
posted, so as not to disgrace the slate.

NO PUBLIC SMOKING. 


To "rlnp Lettuce Leaven. 


Do yon know how to crisp lettuce 


leaves? A most simple process, but one 
rarely adopted judging by the wilted 
stuff we generally see served. A gentle- 
man of the old school was my teacher, 
and while yet a mere maid I was pro- 
moted to the proud dignity of crisping 
the lettuce. 


First carefully separate the leaves from 


the stalk, discarding discolored and im- 
perfect ones and leaving untouched the 
tiny hearts; lay them all in cool, dear 
water for awhile, all morning if you 
choose; pick them over a couple of times 
before serving; wash one by one and lay 
in a wire basket if you have one; if not, 
a clean, soft towel will answer; gather 
the ends and sides loosely in your hand 
anil lightly shake the lettuce; then put 
the leaves in a colander, which you set 
in the refrigerator, but not on the ice. 
Leave until needed, when you will find 
the lettuce deliciously cool nnd crisp 
enough to crack. Never cut the leaves. 
If very large, divide with the fingers into 
smaller pieces.—Y\*.at to Eat. 


tVben the Germans Were Bfot Allow- 


ed to Smoke on tbe Street*. 


There are many old time Germans who 


remember how strictly the law against 
public^smoking us,ed to be enforced. That 
the Lave is dead is one of the fruits of tbe 
revolution of 1848. 
The Berlihers were 


the first Germans to smoke in public. 
Courage to do BO came to them during 
the memorable days when they dictated 
laws to their king, Frederick William IV, 
tho present kaiser's grnnduncle. As that 
monarch, while standing on the balcony 
of the Berlin castle, was commanded by 
the revolutionists to uncover before their 
dead "the inob," bays a contemporary 
chronicler, "heaped the additional indig- 
nity upon him of puffing huge pipes in 
bis presence." 


The citizens stuck to their pipes and 


cigars during tho following months, when 
the police and military dared not inter- 
fere with them on trifling provocation. 
Afterward, whea the tide had turned, an 
attempt was made to again enforce the 
law, 
but the people got so wrought up 


over the matter that the police dropped 
the persecutions. In March, 1S49, the 
old law was repealed. 


As it happened liberty to smoke every- 


where except in church and in the thea- 
ter was one of the few results of the rev- 
olution that have never been interfered 
with by subsequent government acts. 


Before the revolution disobedience to 


the antismoking law was punishable by 
a fine of 1 thaler. If a German passed 
a sentry box or a royal palace pipe in 
mouth, he was mulcted 5 thalers. The 
smoking of cigars in public was deemed 
particularly offensive, and judges fre- 
quently imposed an extra thaler on the 
person guilty of smoking such an article. 
In Germany the cigar came to be con- 
sidered ''the correct thing" only after the 
introduction of matches. It was easier 
to light a cigar than n pipe by the new- 
fangled agency; hence the cigar increas- 
ed in popularity and became gradually 
recognized as the superior of the pipe in 
a "social way." 


But "liberty to smoke" is not yet uni- 


versal in Germany or elsevrhere. 
In 


Berlin, Munich and other capitals, in- 
cluding Vienna, army officers and soldiers 
are forbidden to smoke in the principal 
streets through which members of the 
royal family are liable to drive. If in 
other streets they see a royal carriage, 
approaching, they must thvow awav their 
cigars.—Newark Call:

TO EXPLORE ALASKA. 


Government to Bead a Party to * 


Vast Northern Wilderae*s. 


Extensive explorations are about to 


be undertaken by the geological survey 
between the arctic circle and the 
shores of the Arctic ocean in Alaska.

Bergman, away up above tbe arctic 
circle, nearly 1,000 miles northwest 
from Sitka. Upward of one-third of 
Alaska is about as little known as the 
Interior of Africa w.as a few years ago. 
Roughly estimating, the great Alaskan 
wilderness to be explored is about as 
large as New England, New York and 
Pennsylvania combined. 


Tbe party will be divided Into three 


sections. The first detachment, led by 
W. J. Peters, will proceed to the Arc- 
tic ocean. If time permits, this party 
will go eastward to the British bound- 
ary, turning westward again and reach- 
ing the coast In the vicinity of Point 
Barrow, the northernmost settlement 
on the continent of North America. 


The second detachment will be led 


by W. 0. Mendenhall, geologist, and 
Its work will be confined to the little 
known region around Kotzebue sound 
in three directions. Tbe third party, 
led by Mr. Gerdlne, will continue ex- 
plorations that have already been be- 
gun in the Copper River valley. 


It is believed that the whole territory 


Is a vast desolate plain, rising occa- 
sionally into high hills. It is Believed 
that the region is devoid of life, ex- 
cepting for some of the fur bearing 
animals that are found near the shores 
of the Arctic ocean and in summer by 
two or three kinds of wild fowls which 
hover about the neighborhood of the 
lagoons. 
Almost certainly the terri- 


tory Is devoid of trees and every kind 
of vegetable life except moss and 
stunted wild grass such as is found in 
summer In the tundra region some- 
what farther south In Alaska. 


REMARKABLE STRONG MAN. 


Roy Wlrt Allis of Minnesota Beat* 


All Intercollegl.ite Record*. 


A remarkable strong man has been 


developed at the University of Minne- 
sota. He is Roy Wirt Allis, and his re- 
cent test amounted to 1,782.8 points by 
the Sargent system, which makes him 
the strongest man in the colleges at 
present. 
This record has been sur- 


passed only once, and that last April 
by H. F. Cochems of Harvard, who i ~^j 
ran up the grand total of 1,809.9 points ' 
in the intercollegiate contest. 
Allis 


won second place In this competition, 
his test falling 251.1 points below that 
of the Harvard man. 
Cochems was 


the older, taller and heavier of the two, 
and his record was tbe better in all of 
the examinations with the exccptiton 
of the "chins" and "dips." 


Allis is said to have pulled bis weight 


up by his arias 61 times in succession, 
followed by 41 successive dips five 
minutes later. The nearest approach 
to this performance falls to P. Tobey 
of Harvard, whose figures are 47 and 
32 respectively. 
In strength of back 


the Minnesota man made 341 points. 
This is now surpassed by A. Catlin of 
the same college, with 403 points, and 
C. Eastmond of Columbia, with 370 
Catlin has stronger legs also, aggro 
gating CHS points to 583 for Allis. To 
bey anil Catlin also surpass him in 
strength of forearms, but the reinarUa 
ble bhoulder power displayed by the 
western man pulls his total far above 
these competitors. 


Allis has pained 24 points iu three 


months and 225 points in one year, and 
as Cocheme has graduated from Har 
vard tbe Intercollegiate record will in 
all probability go west this year for the 
first time.

Massive and slow footed as it looks, it Is 
capable, when roused, of feats that would 
be difficult for much fleeter animals. 
Es 


pecially is this the case with African ele- 
phants, which, though taller, are general 
ly lighter than their Asiatic brethren. 
Moreover, accustomed for ages to lead a 
wild life and often depending on their 
alertness and speed of foot for their very 
existence, they have acquired a skill in 
gymnastics which has occasionally taken 
even old elephant hunters by surprise. 


In illustration of this fact wo are re- 


minded of a story told by one of the sports- 
.men in Africa. He was "out after ele- 
phants" and had just fired at and wound- 
ed a magnificent specimen. Unfortunately 
for him, be bad only succeeded in slightly 
wounding it, when, infuriated by the at- 
tack, it turned and charged him. It was 
a terrifying sight. With Us enormous 
ears spread out like sails and emitting 
shrill notes of rage, it came thundering 
over the ground like a runaway locomo- 
tive.- The hunter fired another shot, but 
missed. 
His nerve was shaken, and, 


throwing down his "express" rifle, he 
sought safety inflight. Near at band was 
a steep hill, and to this he directed bis 
steps, for, being bnt slightly acquainted 
with the climbing powers of the elephant, 
he thought bis pursuer might be baffled 
by the steepness of the ascent. 


It was a terrible disappointment to find 


that the elephant could climb a bill just 
as quickly as the hunter, nimble runner 
as he was. The fugitive, indeed, would 
have soon been overtaken if be bad not 
thought of a really ingenious ruse.

TRICK OF THE TICKET SELLERS. 


tloir Oirou* Patron* Sometime* Are 


Cheated Out «< Their Uemer. 
" 'Short chaneiac,' er 'flimflamuiing,' is 


practiced by au unscrupulous clans of 
ticket sellers," said an old time circus 
ticket Heller, "the opportuuitiea that the 
bu«in*«8 ofers being greater than that of 
nny other I kaow «f. Everytning is bus- 
tle and confusion, a man loses his head, 
doesn't thiuk to count his change uud bo- 
comes an uasy victim, when under ordi- 
nary circumstances he'd detect the fraud. 
I'll attempt to describe to you one of the 
commonest trick* of 'fliuiCamuiint' ou 
an extensive scale: A man approaches 
the booth, hunts in his pocket for change 
nnd finally pulls out a §10 bill. The tick- 
et soller takes the preliminary perform- 
ance in at a glance aud knows to a dead 
moral certainty that tho man hasn't any- 
thing smaller. He looks at the bill a mo- 
ment, then sizes up his cash, as if ia 
doubt. Then suddenly he turns to his 
victim and says: 
" 'Is thU the smallest you've got?' 
"The man tells him that it is. All of 


this has consumed but a fraction of a 
minute, you'd say, but in fact it lias given 
the sharper a chance to fold the bill in 
such a way that none of the figures are 
visible, and there is nothing to Indicate 
what its denomination is. The bill is 
passed deftly from the right to the left 
hand, in the paim of which is concealed a 
$1 bill folded in precisely the same man- 
ner. It is the work of only a second to 
substitute one for the otter, the ticket 
geller apologizing all the while for his 
inability to make the change, and the vic- 
tim walks off unsuspectingly with $1 
where he had $10, and the chances ate 
that be doesn't discover his mistake until 
soiae moments later. Aud then he fails 
to get satisfaction, for, of course, the 
short change artist denies the fraud em- 
phatically. 


"The ordinary way of handing a man 


short change in silver is beautifully sim- 
ple. 
Sny, for instance, a man buys two 


50 cent tickets and tenders a $r> bill. 
Three dollars nnd a half in small change 
is placed in his hand hurriedly, and he 
walks off without counting it. Eventu- 
ally he finds out that he's 50 cents 'shy,' 
but it is too late to make a kick. The 
short change man knows who to 'flim- 
flam' and who to treat squarely. He 
•izes up his man at a glance and cnn 
come pretty near telling whether he'll 
count his money or not before leaving, 
'lhat's where his knowledge 01 Unman 
nature comes into play. 


"Ticket selling is a profitable employ- 


ment outside of any illegitimate gains, A 
man can always count on finding his 
cash $5 to $6 'over' at the end of the day. 
The per cent of people who get excited 
in the confusion of tbe moment and leave 
their change on the counter is always 
great. This overplus goes to the seller, 
and the economically inclined showftian 
doesn't have to touch his salary during 
the month."—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

A naturalist's Stntly of Tlio rottenly 


Wlciced WUU Beast*. 


E. Seton Thompson, naturalist to the 


government of Manitoba, gives in his 
book, "Wild Animals I Have Known," 
some curious examples of depravity among 
wild beasts. 


Tho best story is that of tho Mew Mex- 


ican wolf who led a band that killed a cow 
a day for five years. Finally tho rnnchera 
offered $1,000 for this wolf's pelt. Ha was 
easily distinguished. His track was an 
inch wider than that of nAher wolves. 


A professional wolf hunter tried to earn 


the bounty, but the wolves killed his doga, 
and he gave It up. Then Mr. Thompson 
took the case. He melted cheese in the fat 
of a heifer In a china dish, cut it into 
lumps with a bone knife to avoid the taint 
of metal and put in strychnine and cy- 
anide in odor proof capsules. He wore 
gloves steeped in cow's blood and avoided 
breathing on the baits. 


The baits were picked up. He followed 


the track and found that the wolf had laid 
all four together and scattered dirt over 
them. 


The wolves then took to killing sheep. 


Traps were set to the number of 130 in 
different parts of the ranch. The trails of 
the big wolf and of the pack were traced 
up to one set of traps, and the doings of 
the leader were marked in the dust. 


He had stopped the rest, warned by 


scent, and scratched around the trap till 
he found the buried chain and picket. On 
another part of the ranch he entered an 
H-shaped series of traps and detected the 
danger. The trail showed that he had 
slowly backed out on his own track, put- 
ting each paw down backward until out 
of the dangerous ground. He had then ! 
sprung some of the traps by scratching j 
clods nnd stones backward at them with 
his hind feet.

beginning of the fourteenth century, and 
the Lochnee panther, in India, killed 300 
human beings in less thnn two years. 


A famous rogue dog of Derbyshire was 


conspicuous by its faithful care of sheep in 
the daytime, but was savage and ugly to- 
ward men strangers. It slept in the house 
and was never suspected, though sheep 
worrying took place on the farms near.

The announcement 
uf her subject as "Some lessuns from 
Way ao\\n Kast,' " gave the sermon 
special interest in the minds of m<uiy 
aad tne churcn was crowded, exua 
atttts having been provided to accom- 
iiiouate ail. 


Aiis. Wright prefaced her sermon 


uy the statement tnat in announcing 
me subject dhe had intended notnmu: 
unusual or savoring ot sensationalism, 
ni which she aoes not believe. 
The 


sermon was one on a series which she 
itad preached in Brooklyn, it being the 
custom in Ne.v York for ministers dur- 
ing the winter to give Sunday evening 
lectures on topics concerning the stage 
arjd leading books. She was therefore 
surprised to lind :t regarded as unusual 
litre, and made this statement for the 
sake of the church. 


She took her text from Paul's -words 


to Timothy. "Keep thyself pure." The 
subject was suggested, she said, when 
she heard the drama, 
r'Way down 


East," in which the thought of the sub- 
ject is most vividly illustrated. Con- 
tinuing, she said in subtance: 


A minister who gets his insodration 


for a sermon from the theater is some- 
times regarded with suspicion!, but the 
mass ofl the people recognize in the 
theater a great moral as well as im- 
moral force. The question as to wheth- 
er they make lor harm or good, is ask- 
ed of all public institutions, even the 
church, and the answer depends on 
the personal use which each individual 
makes of the institution tinder question!. 
Demand for them makes bad theaters 
and immoral plays. But they are one- 
sided who fail to recognize that there 
are good theaters and pure plays. 


Next to real life there is no mors j 


forceful way to leach a lesson than by 
a representation ofl real life. The thea- j 
ts rand churcn should be on) friendly | 
terms, and I Kok forward to the day 
when the church may influence the char 
acter of the plays which are produced. 
These relations are 
growing more 


friendly, especially in the large cities. 
I have little sympathy with the peo- 
ple who put the theater cut of range of 
the moral influence of the pulpit. 


Such plays as "Shore acres," "Saf 


Harbor," "The old homestead," and 
"Way' down Easr," the latter n»t beins 
equal to some of the others perhaps, 
teach moral lessons powerfully. Their 
success testifies to the moral sense of 
the people. 


! 
Mrs. Wright then reviewed the stnt-y 


1 of "Way down East," ofl which she 
j spoke as a "paiable," this -word being 
| used by the authoress of the play in a 


letter of thanks to ^Trs. Wright for 
emphasizing the moral lesson it was 
meant to give. The plot of the pjay, 
•which Mrs. Wright told with special 
reference to the moral points involved, 
is flamiliai- to many, being the story of 
a young1 woman who wks refused shel- 
ter because ofl a. sin for which aiblher 
had been responsible, while the '.aitcr, 
a wealthy young man, was an honoied 
guest in the same hou^e from v.-h:ch 
s=he was 
turned. 
Continuing, Mrs. 


Wright said in substance: 


The moral stimulant and invigorat- 


ing lesson of this story is that the mis- 
ery so often met with is the result of 
thr- double standard of morality, than 
which there is no worse thing in the 
nation. It means that things are con- 
doned in the life of a man which wreck 
forever the lit'? of a woman. No more 
unjust sentlmei.t ever rirevailed than 
that which used to accompany the 
phrase "sowing his wild oats," when 
that phrase was accepted as excuse for 
a young man's immoral life. May the 
'day hasten when the world shall de- 
manU of men ihe same standard of 
morality which it requires from women. 
May the day hasten when no "woman 
will accept a wreck of a man for a 
husband. The man or woman with an 
immoral past is unfit for motherhood or 


TV omanhood. 


Society must Kurnish conditions that 


will entourage jather than discourage 
morality. 
How can we expect youns 


men to resist temptation when society's 
attitude towards them leads them into 
it? 


A strong cun-f.nt has set in against 


this 
false moral sentiment 
among; 


strong, honest men* and women, ex- 
ciuding those like the characters in 
"Sporting life,'" played Saturday nirrht. 
I am not talking about that class of 
people, who are not fit for decent so- 
cietr. 


But the double headed demon is not 


dead ;«3t, as was instanced when the 
Massachusetts ic-srislature, when1 asked 
to change the laws concerning the aee 
oC consent, said by deed if not by word, 
"Young men must be encourp.ed to 
sew their wild oats," and when these 
legislators made the change that should 
have been made, only when' the women 
of the state twice rose and demanded 
it. We are ready again and forever 
to fight for conditions In which we 
may bring up our boys and girls prop- 
erly- 


Another instance was In the attack 


made of that bot-k "The heavenly twins. 
Its offense was ir* emphasizing this 
double standard, and yet such books 
as these, which strike at the double 
standard, although persecuted, have 
their good effect at last. 


The burden oft this reform rests with 


the women, whose lead the men will 
always follow. It rests with the teach- 
esr of the yoauy, who should not leave 
their charges in that innocence which is 
ignorance, and which opens the wa;' for 
many wrongs. Young women have the 
power to wield the greatest Influence, 
. - ir.sistlr.g that their a'r.aaint 
shall be men of purity. A "man with 
a past" is unfit for your acquaintance, 
Tor there is no past In the matter of 
virp. 


When wonT»n love purity most, when 


they marry men instead1 of bank ac- 
counts, then will the reform come. For

SERVICE IN RECHMOND THEATER 


Men's Mass Meeting Filled the House. 


The Methodist Revival 


Sunday was a day of rare interest in 


the Methodist church, where special 
revival services are now being conduct 
ed by Evangelist C. H. Yatman. Mr. 
Yatman spoke at five, services, one of 
which filled the Richmond theater with 
men. During the day many signified 
that they desired to turn to new lives, 
and the services are giving evidence of 
bearing the hoped for results, 


In the morning Mr. Yatman preached 


to a large audience on Paul's victory, 
telling the thrilling • incidents 'of 
his 


life, and of his triumphant 
cictory 


over stripes and inu.gnities. The ser- 
mon was one of the strongest which 
Mr. Yotman has preached in the city, 
and was heard with deep attention. 


Mr. Yatman also addressed the Sun- 


day school, and in the afternoon held 
a meeting for boys and girls, at which 
he told the fable of the mice and the 
cheese, his subject being "A mouse and 
a martyr." The attendance was large, 
and many 'of the children knelt for 
prayers. 


At 4 in the afternoon there was a 


men's mass meeting in the Richmond 
theater which filled nearly every seat 
on the floor and in the gallery. Mr. 
Yatman spoke 
on "Judas Iscariot," 


showing how his fate was not the re- 
sult of sudden temptation but of the 
desire for 
the things of the world, 


whjch he had gradually allowed 
to 


drive the things of God from his heart. 


Mr. Yatman said he came to sound 


the warning to men which was con- 
tained in the story of Judas. He said 
that he did not believe that Judas was 
called of God to betray Christ. God 
chose him that companionship with 
Jesus might train him as it did the 
other disciples. He thought Judas was 
chosen for his business capacity, 
as 


shown by the fact that he was made 
treasurer of the small funds of the dis- 
ciples. There were in his life two 
forces: Love for geld, and knowledge of 
God. 
Slowly the thought 'of his life 


centered on gold rather than on God. 
He allowed love for gold, representing 
to us the things of the world, to grow 
until there was enacted the saddest 
scene in the world's history, the selling 
of Christ for 30 pieces ''of silver. «• 
Judass, 
knowing his weakness, had 


leaned toward Christ for aid, he would 
have been saved. 
For God never 


throws a man down. 


Mr. Yatman said he wanted to warn 


those who were drifting, like Judas, 
away from God. It is not a sudden 
storm which wrecks a man's life; it 
was not so with Judas. It is slow 
growth and habit of life. 


Those who wished to live better lives 


were asked to raise their hands, and 
over 20 responded. Mr. Yatman asked 
those who wished for a similar mass 
meeting next Sunday to say so, and 
there was no mistaking the emphatic 
"yes" that answered. 


Sunday evening Mr. Yatman preach- 


ed to a large audience in the church on 
the text, "Is it well with thy soul?" 
He spoke of the relation of the soul to 
the body as that 'of the rower to a 
boat. If a man is good and has God in 
his soul, it is well with him. 
If he 


lives in sin it is not well. Like the oak 
tree, which in seeming strength falls 
only to show its rotten heart, so the 
real life of many a man is not seen by 
the world until his downfall.
